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CONSUMERS BUYING MORE EXPERIENCES INSTEAD OF THINGS

Ral acy’s, Urban Outfitters, Bed 
Bath & Beyond and others this 


month reported ringing up weak sales 


during the holiday shopping season. 


And yet look beyond the mall, and there’s a 
different dynamic: Spending on air travel hit 
record levels last year as the average price of an 
airline ticket dropped. Restaurant sales were 
up a robust 8 percent in the first 11 months of 
2015, easily outperforming the 2 percent in- 
crease seen in the overall retail industry. Mil- 
lennials were on track to spend an average of 
$750 each in 2015 on media, including video 
games and streaming services such as Netflix 
and Spotify. 

In other words, consumers are plenty willing 
to open their wallets, but what they choose to 
buy reflects a fundamental shift: Increasingly, 
shoppers are passing up the cashmere sweaters 
or leather handbags and instead shelling out 
for experiences such as a beach vacation, a din- 
ner out on the town or a concert. 


“People are saying, ‘I’ve got enough stuff. 
I want to pamper myself a bit and do some- 
thing that makes me feel good,’ ” said Steven 
Kirn, executive director of the University of 
Florida’s retail education and research center. 

Executives of some of the biggest names in 
retail say these spending habits are weighing 
on their businesses. 

Macy’s chief executive Terry Lundgren 
has said he believes his company’s sales have 
struggled because customers these days are 
willing to pony up for things such as autos and 
technology but just aren’t buying what Macy’s 
sells. The department store this month an- 
nounced that its sales plummeted during the 
holiday shopping season and that it would be 
closing stores and cutting thousands of jobs in 
2016. 

At Ascena Retail Group, the parent compa- 
ny of Ann Taylor and Dressbarn, chief execu- 
tive David Jaffe has said sales have been hurt 
in part as a result of their shopper “spending 
more money on her experiences.” 

Nordstrom, too, alluded to this issue in 
explaining disappointing sales. 


“It’s a traffic thing,” James F. Nordstrom Jr., 
president of stores, said on a conference call 
with investors. “We've got less people buying 
clothes this quarter than we expected, and 
there’s really nothing else to point to.” 

In this climate, retailers and shopping cen- 
ters are trying to better compete for consum- 
ers’ attention and dollars by jazzing up their 
stores. If people are looking for an experience, 
they reason, they need to give that to them 
when they visit the mall. 

Nordstrom, for example, has begun adding 
counters to its women’s shoe department in 
which shoppers can customize their footwear. 
Women can check out fabric samples and var- 
ious design details such as heel height and toe 
shape and then create their own shoe. 

Lululemon, meanwhile, is offering a con- 
cierge service at its flagship store in New 
York’s Flatiron District to help shoppers 
book a spot in an exercise class or find a run- 
ning route in the city. 

Urban Outfitters has sought to adapt to 
this new reality by investing in a company that 
is far away from its core business of selling

vestments, 45 percent 
of those surveyed in 
2015 were on track 

to cover essential 
expenses during their retirement, up from 
38 percent in 2013. 

Although that’s still less than half the 
population, the percentage is heading in the 
right direction. One reason: People are sav- 
ing more. 

From 2013 to 2015, the median savings rate 
among survey participants jumped from 
7.3 percent to 8.5 percent. 

Millennials, those ages 25 to 34, made the 
biggest leap of any group, with a median 
savings rate of 7.5 percent in 2015, up from 
5.8 percent two years before. (The study was 
based on responses from 4,650 people age 25 
to 75 who earn at least $20,000 annually.) 

For young investors, a higher savings rate is 
especially beneficial. 

“They have time on their side and a long 
work history ahead of them,” said John Swee- 
ney, executive vice president of retirement 
and investing strategies at Fidelity. “So the 
biggest thing that they can do is to increase 
their savings rate.” 

Although Millennials are socking away 
more, they still fall short of the 15 percent sav- 
ings rate that many financial advisers, along 
with Fidelity, recommend for retirement. 

“If Millennials doubled their savings rate, it 
would have a very significant improvement on 
their retirement preparedness,” Sweeney said. 

You can see the impact for yourself by 
using Fidelity’s Retirement Score calcula- 
tor. The calculator will ask your age, annual 
salary, how much you've saved for retirement

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so far and a few other financial details. It also 
makes assumptions about the future, like 
market returns and Social Security benefits. 

In the end, you get a score, which is then 
ranked on a scale of colors ranging from red 
(the worst) to dark green (the best). 

If your score puts you in dark green, you 
should be able to cover all of your essential 
costs in retirement, plus fun stuff like travel. 
Land in the red, and youre at risk of not be- 
ing able to cover even your basic needs. 

The 15 percent recommended savings rate 
includes any employer match you might get 
in your 401(k) or other company-sponsored 
retirement plan. The closer you can get 
to—or even exceed—that goal, the better off 
you'll be. 

Take a 27-year-old today with $10,000 in 
retirement savings and an annual salary of 
$50,000. His score lands in the red if he saves 
$300 per month and retires at age 67, when 
he is eligible for full Social Security benefits. 

But if he saves twice as much per month, 
his score changes to light green. (Light green 
means you can cover your essential expenses 
in retirement but not all of your discretion- 
ary ones.) 

If you can’t save more for retirement, 
changing your portfolio’s asset allocation can 
also brighten your financial future. 

“It’s not as impactful as other steps,” Swee- 
ney said, “but it does make a difference.” 

In the example above, the 27-year-old had 
an allocation of 70 percent stocks and 
30 percent bonds and cash. But if the portfo- 
lio mix was too conservative — say, with only 
20 percent in stocks and the rest in bonds and 
cash—his score fell. Likewise, the score took a 
hit if he invested 100 percent in stocks. 

For a young investor, Fidelity recommends 
putting 90 percent in stocks and the remain- 
ing 10 percent in bonds.

Out with the old, in with the big new Navy Pier Ferris wheel

Perdue: Warriors won't catch ’96 Bulls

The 1995-96 Bulls might be hearing footsteps 
in the form of this year’s Golden State War- 
riors. And as Steph Curry and Co. pursue that 
record of 72 regular-season wins, they are any- 
thing but shy of the spotlight. 

“That’s one thing I like about Golden 
State; they’re pretty transparent and honest 
when they’re asked questions,” said Will Per- 
due, a former Bulls center who played against 
the 1995-96 team while with San Antonio. 
“They've talked about, I wouldn't say the im- 
portance, but what it would mean for them to 
break the Bulls’ record. The caveat is they al- 
ways say, ‘... and win the championship.’ ” 

Perdue knows all about the rigors of winning 
a title, having won three with the Bulls in the 
early 90s. These days he is paid to analyze the 
Bulls and the NBA for Comcast Sportsnet Chi- 
cago, which will air and stream Wednesday’s 
Bulls-Warriors game at the United Center. 

Before the Bulls’ rematch with the de- 
fending champs, Perdue chatted with Red- 
Eye about what makes the Warriors great, 
scoreboard-watching and whether he thinks 


that legendary Bulls team’s record really is in 
jeopardy. 


What stands out to you most when watching 
the Warriors? 

I watched the Cleveland-Warriors game [on 
Monday, a 132-98 Golden State win], and 
probably the biggest thing is just how unself- 
ish they are. Their ball movement is just 
outstanding. 


How are this year’s Warriors most like the 
90s Bulls? 
The one thing I know about the Bulls teams 
is, we may not have liked each other, been 
best of buddies and all that stuff, but there 
was that respect factor that when we got on 
the bus to go to the games, when we crossed 
that line to play together, we knew what 
we had to do in order to win games. But we 
didn’t necessarily go to dinner all the time 
and hang out and do stuff like that. 

The one thing I do know about Golden 
State—and I’m not saying they’re the only 
team that does this, but in my opinion this 


differentiates them from the Bulls teams that 
I played on—they’re very close. 


At the time, did you expect the 1995-96 Bulls 
to win every game? What was it like watch- 
ing that circus? 

I didn’t expect them to win every game, but 
you knew as a Bulls player you didn’t have 

to play your best game to win. But you also 
knew as an opponent, like when I was with 
San Antonio, you had to bring your “A” game 
if you wanted to even have an opportunity to 
win. The Bulls had that luxury of not having 
to do that on a nightly basis. 


Do you think that’s the case with this year’s 
Warriors? 

To a certain extent, but every game I’ve seen 
them play, they come out with a sense of 
urgency. They play like they’re the under- 
dog. They play like they have a chip on their 
shoulder and they’re fighting for respect. I 
think they understand that teams don’t bow 
down, that they’re still going to try to win the 
game, and I think they respect that and they

understand that. 


Can the Warriors win 73? Do you think they 
will? 

I don’t think they will. I think they’re under- 
standing right now of just how difficult that 
is, to be that locked in and that focused every 
night on an 82-game schedule.

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A prosecutor’s take on ‘Making a Murderer’

Wisconsin prosecutor Michael Griesbach be- 
lieves Steven Avery was wrongly convicted— 
but you may disagree on how many times. 

Many viewers finished the final episode of 
the Netflix documentary “Making a Murder- 
er” feeling aghast, angry. The documentary 
tracks the initial 1985 wrongful conviction of 
Avery, who spent 18 years in prison for a sexual 
assault that DNA evidence later proved he 
didn’t commit. A few years after his exonera- 
tion, he was arrested again, this time for the 
2005 murder of 25-year-old Teresa Halbach. 

Avery was convicted of the Halbach mur- 
der in 2007 and remains in jail. Last week, he 
asked to be released on bond, filing an appeal 
claiming an improper warrant and that a ju- 
ror was out to get him, The Associated Press 
reported. 

Griesbach, who appears in the documenta- 
ry’s first episode, wrote “The Innocent Killer” 
about the Avery case for the Chicago-based 
Ankerwycke, a publishing imprint of the 
American Bar Association. Now, Griesbach 
is a prosecutor in Manitowoc County, where 


the events occurred. And he is sure Avery was 
innocent one time. 
“Lightning did not strike twice,” he said. 
This interview has been edited and con- 
densed for space. 


Many viewers who watch the documentary 
finish it feeling Avery was wrongfully con- 
victed twice, not once. What do you think was 
left out, if anything? 

There were bleach stains on Brendan Das- 
sey’s [Avery’s nephew, also convicted in the 
murder] blue jeans. People are wondering if 
there’s a gruesome murder there, where’s the 
blood, where’s the hair? And Avery and Dassey, 
especially Avery I think, had a week to clean 
things up. That there’s bleach on his pants is 
pretty telling, at least something that should 
be included, for viewers to at least know. 

They portray this incident when he rammed 
his pickup truck [into a woman’s car}. And 
then he did approach her at rifle-point, they 
included that. [But] they portrayed it as noth- 
ing more than Steven Avery being upset at 
this woman because she was spreading rumors 


about him and his family. Now, for the rest of 
the story: [According to court documents,]} he 
had been stalking, well, observing her down 
the road with binoculars as she got into her 
car early in the morning. He even ran into the 
road naked one time. This is one disturbed guy. 
That incident was very different than how it 
was portrayed. 


You write in a Wisconsin law journal that 
Avery bears responsibility for Halbach’s 
death. What convinces you? 

... Back up and look at the basics. He’s the 

last one to see her; specifically he asks her to 
come there. Then, you have his blood, and I 
guess they’re saying it’s planted, and I can see 
why people believe that after only seeing these 
facts. But you have to believe a lot of stuff. His 
blood’s in her car. Her blood’s in her car. His 
DNA is on her key, in his bedroom. All those 
things as a prosecutor, usually when I have a 
case with that kind of strong both physical 
evidence and circumstantial evidence, it’s the 
kind of case that guilt is just so obvious. It’s an 
incredibly strong case for the prosecution. 


What do you think of everything coming out 
now-—a juror saying he felt threatened, a new 
attorney for Avery. Are there any open ques- 
tions, do you think, for the future? 
I don’t think the juror thing’s going anywhere. 
... [don’t think that’s enough for a new trial. 
{The court proceedings surrounding} Dassey’s 
confession, that'll be really interesting to see 
how that goes. 

I wouldn’t be surprised if there’s a filing for a 
new trial. I guess we'll just have to wait and see.
